The department recently promuigated Clearinghouse Rule G1-119, relating to children at risk under ch. PI 25. Although
the following changes were listed in the analysis of the rule, the corresponding modifications to ch. P 25 were
inadvertently left out:

+ Bliminating the requirement that school districts meeting certain criteria (50 or more dropouts and a dropout rate
exceeding 5%) must apply for children at risk aid.

Allowing school districts with 30 or more dropouts or a dropout rate exceeding 5% of their total enrollment to apply
for children at risk aid.

The proposed rule states: “If, in the previous school year, a school district has 30 or more dropouts or a dropout rate
- _exceedmg 5% of its tota} hlgh ,schooi enmﬂment the boa.rd may appiy to t}ae state. supe:nntendent foraid undf:r thls
. Useetion?” 5 e : L : . : - : =

The rule currentiy states, in part: “. .. 50 or more dropouts ANDa dropont rate exceeding 5% of its total high school
enrollment, the board SHALL apply to the state superintendent for aid under this section.” (Emphasis added).

This modxﬁcatlan will bring the rule into comphance with statutory language under s. 118.153 (2) (b), Stats.

Mechfymg the allowable size of the Milwaukee programs to require at least 30 pupils (rather than 40) and no more
than 250 pupils (rather than 200).

The proposed rule states: “That there are at least 30 pupils and not more than 250 pupils in each program and that a
separate administrator or teacher is in charge of each program.”

The rule currently states, in part: “. . . 40 pupils and not more than 200 pupils . . .»
This modification will bring the rule into compliance with statutory language under s. 118.153 (3) (b), Stats.

The proposed rules are modified to conform to current statutory language. Therefore, pursuant to s. 227.16 (2) (b), Stats.,
the department will not hold public hearings regarding these rules.

The children-at-risk rules under ch. P1 25 are being modified to correspond to changes made to the children-at-risk
statutes under 5. 118.153, as a result of 1999 Wisconsin Act 123. These changes include:

» Modifying the children-at-risk definition to include pupils who have failed the high school graduation examination
and if certain criteria are met, pupils whose scores on the 8™ grade Wisconsin concept knowledge exam are below the
basic level in each subject area tested.
